Thus love and beauty ſhall cogerher meet. 


Laftty ; under the. pillow of the third was theſe verſes 
likewiſe charactred, who bluſhed in his Cradle like Pallas 
when ſhee robe foz the golden Apple with Venus and the 
NQugne of Heaven.

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The Honourable Hiftory ofthe 
The Muſes darling for trueſapience, - 
In Princes Courts this babe ſhall ſpend his dayes:: 
Kings ſhall admire his learned eloquence, 
And write in brazen bookes his endleſſe praiſe: 
By Pallas gift he ſhall atchieve a Crowne, 
Advance his fame, and lift him to renowne. 


Thus when the Fayzy Quiene had ended her Pꝛopheſſe 
upon the childꝛen, and had left them golden fo2tunes lying in 
their Cradles, ſhe vaniſhed away leaving the Lady rejoycing 
at her ſafe delivery, and wondzing at the gifts of Proſerpine: 
which te con jettured to be but ſhado wes ta dazle her eves, & 
things of a fading ſubſtance: but when the had laid her hands 
upon the rich covering of Damaſke Taffaty, which covered 
her moſſy bed, and felt that it was the ſelfe ſamefozme that it 
ſemed, ſhe caſt her eyes with acherefull laok up to the Ma- 
je ty of heaven, and not only gave thankes to immoꝛtal Iove 
foꝛ her rich received beneũts, but fo2 his mercifull kindnefſe 
in making her the happy mother of thꝛer ſuch goodly childzen. 
But we will now returne againe to the noble Champion S. 
George whom we left pzaying upon the mountaine top, and 
as vou heard befoze, the @kies were over-ſp:ead with Sable 
clouds as though they had beene mourning witneſſes of his 
Ladies fo2:ment : but befoze the golden Dunne had div d 
into watry Thetis jap, the element began to cleare, and to. 
withdzaw her fozmer mourning Panties, by which her 
ſuppoſed that heaven had pittied his Ladies paines, e gran- 
ted her aſafe delivery: therefoze in all hate he retired back 
fo the Silvane Cabinet; the which hes found molt ſtrange⸗ 
ly deckt with ſumptuous habiliments, his Lady ting in 
her childebed, as glozious as if ſhe had bene the greateſt 
Empꝛecze in the wozld, and the Pzincely boyes (wetly- 
fleping in their ſeverall Cradles: at whoſe fir® fight his 
heart was ſo raviſhed wity joy;thatfoz a time it withheldthe 
paſſage of his tongue : but at laſt when he found the filver 
Tablets lying under the pillowes, and had read the hap⸗ 
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| py fozfunes| of his childen, he ran unto his Lady, imbꝛzaces 
her lovingly, and kindly demanded the true diſcourſe of that 
France accident, and by whoſe meanes the bewer was beau⸗ 
tified ſo goꝛgeouſly, and the p2zopounder of his childzens pꝛo⸗ 
pheſie-: who with a countenance bluſhing like the purple 
Moꝛning, replved in this manner: 

My molt deare and welbeloved Lo2d, the paines J habe 
indured ta make yon the happy father of thze lovelp bopes, 
hath bin moꝛe terrible than the ſtroke of death, but yet my de» 

livery moze joptull than the pleaſures of this wozld : the 

winds carried my groanes to every coꝛner of this wildernes 
wherby both tres and hearbs aſſiſted my complaints, beaſts, 
birds, andſfeathered fowles, with every ſenſeleſſe thing 
that nature framed on this zarth,ſemed to pittymy mones: 
bnt in the midſt of my toꝛments, when my ſoule was ready 
to fazſake this woꝛdly habitation, there appeared to mee a 
Nucenecrowned with a golden Diadem, in ſtate and geſture 
like imperious Iunoʒ and in beauty fo divine Diana: her gar⸗ 
ments ſoʒ bꝛaverꝝ ſeemed to ſtain the Rainbow in her bzigh⸗ 
feff hue, and foꝛ diverſity of colours, to ſurpaſſe the Flowers 
in thefields: On her attended many beautifull Nymphes, 
ſame clad in garments in colour like the ch2yſtall Ocean. 
ſome in adfire as gallant as the pleaſant Roſe, and ſome 
moꝛe glozious than the Azurde firmaments : her wiſdome 
might compare with Apollo's, her judgement with Pallas, 
and her ſkill with Lucina's:fo2 no ſamer entred ſhemy pꝛe- 
ſence,but my travels ceaſed, and my wombe vetivired upher 
grie vous burthen : my Babes being bꝛought to light bythe 
vertneofher ſkill, che pꝛepared theſerich t ſumptuous Ctas 
dles the which were b2onght inviſdiets my Cabinet: likes 
wiſe theſe mantles, © this imbꝛopdered Coverlet ſhe frank- 
ly beſtowed upon me, and ſo immevtatly vaniſhed away. 

At which woꝛds, Saint George gave her ſo many kind im⸗ 
bꝛates, and kiſſed her ſolovingly, as though it had bene the 
firf day of their Nuptials . At laſt her hunger increaſed, 
and her deſire thirſted ſo much after food, that except thee 
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received ſome comfo2table ſuſtenance, her life were in dans 
ger. This extreme deſire of Sabra cauſed S. George to buc- 
kle on his Armour, and to unſheath his fruſfy ſwoꝛd ready 
to goꝛge the intrailes of ſome Diete: who ſwoꝛe by the ho- 
nour of true Rnighthood; never to xeſt in peace, till he had 
purchaſed her hearts content. My Lobe (quoth he) will ad⸗ 
venture fo2 thy ſake, moꝛe dangers than Iaſon did fo2 Medeas 
lobe: Ale ſearch the thickeſt Groves, and chaſe the nimble 
Doe fo death, the flying fowle Jle followup and downe from 


tre to tre, till over-wearied they do fall and die: faz love 


of the and theſe my fender babes, whom J eſteeme moꝛe 
deare than the conqueſt of rich Babylon, J will adventure 
moꝛe dangers,than did Hercules foz the love of Deianira, and 
moꝛe extremes than Turnus did in his bloody battels: and 
thereupon with his Fauchton readycharged, hee traced the 
woods, leaving no thoznie bake noꝛ moſſie Cave unſearcht, 
till he had found a heard ot fallow Derre: from which num 
ber he ſingled out the fatteſt, to make his Lady a bountifull 
banquet.: but in time ot his abſence, there hapned to Sabra 
a ftrange and wonderfull accident: fo2 there came weltring 

into the Cabinet th2& moſt wilde and monſtrous beaſts, a 
Won, a Lyareſſe, and a ſhe Wolfe, which took the babes 
out of their Cradles, and boze them fo their ſecret dens. 

At which ſight, Sabra like one diſtraught of ſenfe, ſtarted 
from her bed, and to her weake power offeredto follow the 
beaſts, but all in vaine : foz befoze ſheconldget without her 
Cabinet, they were paſt fight, and the childzens crie with⸗ 
out her hearing: then like a diſcontented woman ſhee tur⸗ 
ned back, beating her bzeafts, rending her hapꝛze, and raging 
up and downe her Cabinet, uſing all the rigoar ſhee could 
deviſe againſt her ſelfe; and had not S. George returned the 
— che had matt violently committed her owne ſlaugh⸗ 

r: but at his returne, when he beheld her face Tained with 
teares:her head diſrobed ot oꝛnaments, and her Avozpbꝛeſts 
all to be rent, and tozne, he caſt downe his veniſon, and in 
all haſte aſked the cauſe of her ſozrow. - 
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DOD (ait cha) this is the wofalleff day that ever hapt to 
me : fo2 in the time of your unhappy hunting, a Lioneſſe, a 
Tygreffe, anda Molfe came into the Cabinet, and toke 
my childꝛen from their Cradles; what is become of them 
J know not, but greatly J feare, by this time they are in- 
tombed within their hungry bowels. = 

O ſimple monuments (quoth hee) foꝛ ſuch ſwet babes: 
Mell Sabra, it the monſters have bereaved me of my chil⸗ 
dꝛen, this bloody ſwo2d that div d into the entrailes of the 
fallow Deere, ſhall rive my wofull heart in fwain. Accurſed 
be this fatall day, the Planets that pꝛedominate, and Sun 
that ſhines thereon, heaven blot it from the pære, and let it 
never moze beg numbzed, buf accounted foz a diſmall day 
thzough all the wozld : let all the trees be blaſted in theſe ac- 
curſed Woods 3 let hearbs and araſſe conſume away and 
die, and all tfisperith in this wildernege.But why bꝛeathe 
A ont theſe curſes in vaine, when as me thinks J heare my 
childꝛen in untamed Lyons dens, crying foz help and ſuc⸗ 
cour ? A come, ſwert babes, J come, either to redeeme you 
from the Tigers w2athfull jawes, oz make my grave with- 
in their hungry bowels. Then tok her up his ſwozd be- 
ſmearedall with blood, and like a man bereaved of wit and 
ſenſe, ragedup and vown the wilderneſſe, ſearching every 
co2ner foꝛ his childꝛen, but his Lady remayned ſtill in her 
Cabinet, lamenting fo2 their,loffe, waſhing their Cradles 
with her pearled teares that ran down her ftayned chekes 
like ſilver dꝛops. 

Many wales wandꝛed S. George, ſomtime in valleys where 
Wolves and Tigers Lurk; ſometime on mountain tops, 
where Lions whelps do ſpoꝛt and play, and many times in 
diſmall thickets, where Snakes and Serpents live. 
Thus wandzed $.Georgenpanddowne the wildernetze, 
fo2 the ſpace of two dayes, hearing no newes of his un⸗ 
chziſtned childꝛen. At laſt he appꝛoched the faht of a plea - 
ſant river, which ſmoothly glided down betwirt two moun⸗ 
faines, into whoſe ſtreames he 3 caſt himſelte, 
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any ſo by a defperate death give end to his ſozrowes. But as 
he was committing his body to the mercy of the waters, and 
his ſoule to the pleaſure of the heavens, he heard a far oft the 
rufull ſcrike, as be thought of a comfcatleſſe Babe:which ſud⸗ 
dennoyſe,canſed him to-refraine from his deſperate purpoſe, 
and with moꝛe diſcretion to tender his own ſafety. Then cas 
ffing his eve aſide, it was hit happy deſtiny to ſpieth2e& ins 
humane beaſts wing at the foot of the bill, tumbling them ⸗ 
ſelves againſt the warme Sun, and his the p2efty Babes 
ſacking from their wombs, their moſt unkindly milk: which 
ſpedacle ſs incouraged the Champion that without further 
adviſement, with his ſingle [wo2zd,he aſſatled at one time the 
th:& monſters:but ſo faricuſlp they purſued him, that he lit⸗ 
fle pꝛevailed and being almoſt bꝛeathleſſe, was foꝛced to get 
into an Oꝛange tre elſe he had bin buried in their mercileſſe 
bowels: but when the thz& wild beaſts perceived him above 
their reaches, and that by no meanes they could come nere 
him, withtheir w2athfull ja wes they ſorentandfoze the rofl 
of the tree, that if bx policy hee had not pzeventedthem, the 
fre had bin puld in pieces: fo2 at that time it was ſo full of 
ripe Oꝛanges, and ſo overloaten, that the bꝛanches ſmed fo 
bend, and the boughes to bꝛeak:of which fruit he caff ſuch a⸗ 
bundance downe to the beaſts, whereby they reſtrained their 
furies, and fed ſo faſt thereon, that in ſhoꝛt time they grew 
dꝛunk, and quite overcome with a dead and heavie ſl p. This 
good and happy foztune cauſed S. George nimbly to leap off 
the free , and with his kerne edged ſwoꝛd cut off their heads 
fromtheir bodies, the which being done, he went to his chil- 
dꝛen, lying comfoztlefſe upon a moſſie banke; who ſo pleas 
ſantly ſmiled in his face, that they made him greafly to re- 
joce, and fo receive as great pleaſure in their fights, as 
though he had beene honoured with the conqueſtsof Cæſar, o 
the royalty of Alexander ; therefoze after he had giventhens 
his bleſſing, he took them up in his armes, and ſpake theſe 
woꝛds following. 
Come, came my pꝛetty Babes, your ſafe deliveries from 
theſe inhumane monfers, will adde long life unto yeur mo- 
ther, 
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ther, and hath pzeſerved your father from a defperafe death, 
From hence ⸗foꝛth let heaven be your guide, and ſend peu as 
bappy foztunts as Remus and Romulus, the firſt founders of 
imperions Rome which in their tnfancies were nurſed with 
the milke of a ravenous Molfe:and as pꝛoſperous in pour 
adventures, as was that Perſtan Potentate, which fed on 
the milke ol a Bitch. At the end of which ſpeeches, he appꝛo⸗ 
thed the Cabinet, where he left his Lady mourning foꝛ the 
loſſe of her childꝛen: but at his returne he found her without 
ſenſe oz modbing, being not able to give him a joyful welcome 
whereof he fell infs this extreme paſſion ofſozrow. 

O foztune, foztune (quoth he) how many griefes heapeſt 
thou upon my head ! wilt theu needs injoyne me to an end- 
lefſe ſozrow? Sc, Sabra, ſœ, A have redmed our ſonnes, and 
fred them from the Tigers bloody jawes, whoſe wzathfal 
countenance did thꝛeaten death. Mhich comfozfableſpeches 

cauſed her p2eſently to revive, and to take the ſillyJnfantsin 
her armes, laying them ſweetly vpon her Jvozy boſome, at 
which they ſeemed to ſmile as pleaſantly,as Cupid in the lap 
of Dido, when Eneas ſpoztedin the Court of Carthage. The 
kind imbeaces, loving fpœches, t joyfull conference that paſt 
betwirt the Champion and his Lady, were nowtwo long to be 
diſcourſed: but to be ſhoꝛt, they remained in the wilderneſſe 
without further diſturbance, either of wild beaſts oꝛ other 
accident, till Sabra had recovered her child⸗bed ſicknege-; and 
then being conducted bya happy ffar, they returned back the 
ready way to Chi ſtendome: where after ſome few daies tra⸗ 
vell they arrived in the Bohemian Court, where the Ring of 
that Country, with two other boꝛdering Pꝛinces, moſt royal» 
ly Chꝛʒiſtned his childꝛen. The eldeſt they named Guy:the ſe⸗ 
cond, Alexander: the thirdDavid: the which being perfo2med 
and the triumphs ended, which in moſt ſum ptudus manner 
tontinued foz the ſpace of one month, then the Bohe⸗ 
mian King fo2 the great love he bare unto Saint George 
p20vided moſt honourably faz his Childzens bꝛinging up. 
Firſt he appointed - thz& ſeverall Embaſſadours _ | 
| all. 
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all things neceCary fo2 ſo pꝛincelycharge, to cenduct the thꝛe 
infants to th: ſeverall tsuntries. The fir ſt and eldeſt whoſe 
foꝛtune was to be a ſeuldier, he ſent to the imperiall City of 
Rome, (being then the wonder of the woꝛld fo2 Partiall dis 
ſcipline ) there by theEmperour ts be trained up. The ſecond, 
whoſe foꝛtune was to be a Courtly Pꝛince, hee ſent to the 
rich and plentifull country ot England, being the pꝛide of 
Chꝛiſtendome foꝛ all delight full pleaſures. The third and 
laſt, whoſe foztune was to pꝛove a Scholler, he ſent into 
Germany, unto the untverſity of Wittenberg, being thonght 
at that time to be the excellenteſt place of learning, that re⸗ 
mained thzoughout the whole Moꝛld. 

Thus were S. Georges childzen pꝛobided foz by the Ba- 
hemian Ring: foʒ when i theEmbaſſadozs were in readinefle, 
the ſhips loꝛ their paſſage furniſhed, e their attendants aps 
pointed, S. George in the company of his Lady, the King of 
Bohemia with his Muecene, t a traine of Lo2ds, Gentlemen, 
and Ladies, conducted them to ſhip-boozd, where the wind 
ſerved them ſg pꝛoſperouſly, that in a ſhozt time they bade 
adue to the ſhoze, and ſayled cherefullꝑ awaꝝ. But᷑ as Saint 
George teturned back to the Bohemian Court, it was his 
chance to come by and. old ruinated Ponaſtery, under whoſe 
wals in fozmer time his father was buried, the which her 
knew by certatne verſes that were carved in "fone over his 
grave by the commons of the couniry ( as peu may read bes 
foze in the beginning of this Yiſtazy,) Over the ſame he re- 
queſted af the King, that he might ered a ſtateix monument 
that the remembzance of his name might live fo2 ever, and 
not be buried in the grape of obſcurity. | 141g 4 

To which reaſonable demand, the King moſt willingly 
conſented, e pꝛeſentlp gave ſ peciall conmandement that the 
cunningelt Architectozs that remained within his Domini⸗ 
on, chould foꝛthwith be ſent fo2, 4 withall gave a tun of gala 
fozth of his own Treaſury towards the perfozmance therof, 

The ſudden repoꝛt of this memorable ded being b2uited 
abzoad, cauſed wozkmen to come from every place of 
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their owne accoꝛd with ſueh willingnelle, that they in ſhoꝛt 
time finiſhed it. The foundation of the Tom be was of the 
pureſt marble,wheron was tngraven the frame of the earth, 
and how the watry Ocean was divided, with woods, groves, 
hils, and dales, ſo lively po2traped, that it was a wonder to 
behold: che pꝛops and Pinaclss of Alablaffer, beſet with 
knobs of Jaſper ſtone, the ſides and Pillars of the cleareſt 
Jet, upon the top food foure golden Lyons, holding up, as it 
were an Element, therein was curiouſly contrived the go!- 
den Hunne and Boone, and hom the heavens have nſuall 
courſes, with many other excellent things w2ought both in 
gold andfilver, which foz this time J omit, becauſe J am 
fozced at large to diſcourſe the Pzincely pzocevingsctSzinr 
George, who after the Monument wasfintſhed, with his La- 
dy, moſt humbly took their leave of the King, "thanked him 
fo2 his love, kindneſſe, and courtefie, and ſo departed towards 
Egy pt and Perſia, of whoſe adventures you ſhall heare mo:e 
in the Chapter following. 


CHAT. XVIII. 


How S. George with his Lady arrived in Egypt: oftheir royall 
entercainment inthe City of Grand Cayer: And alſo bow 
Sabra was crowned Queene of Egypt, 


9 Anp ſtrange accidents, t dangerous adventures, 
S. George with his Lady paſſed befoze they arrt- 
ved within the territoztesof Egypt, which Jus — 75 
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jat when foztene ſmiled, which befo2e had long time = 

fed their intents with her inconſtant — „ and had 
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saft them happily npon the Egyptian ſhoze, being the nurte 
and mother of Sabraes firft creation. The twelve Peresms 
to whom S. George befaze time hadcommittedthe guiding 
of the Land, and kæping ofhis Crowne, as you heardbefoze 


diſtourſed, now met him and his Lady at the Sea ſide, molt 


richly mounted upon theircoſtly trapped Steeds, and wil⸗ 
lingly ſurrendzedup his Scepter, Crowne, and Regiment: 
and after, tn company of many P2tacely EfXafes,both of 
Dukes, Carles, Lo2ds, Knights, and ropall Gentlemen, 
they attended them to the -Cityof Gꝛand Cayer, being then 
under the ſubjection of the Egyptian Monarchp, and the 
greateſt City in the world, foz if was in bꝛeadth and 
compaſſe full thꝛæ ſcoꝛe Miles, and had by juſt account with⸗ 
in the wats twelve thouſand Churches, beſides Abbies, Pꝛi⸗ 

2ies, and houſes of Religion: but when Saint George with 
his ſtately attendants entred the gates, they were p:eſently 
entertained with ſuch a joyfall ſoundof Bels, Trumpets, 


und Dꝛums, that it ſesmed like the inſpiring melody ol hea 


venly Angels, and to exceed the Royaltie of Cæſar in Rome, 
when he returned from the woꝛzlds conqueſt. The ſtreets 
were beaufified with ſtately pageants , confrived by ſchol⸗ 
lers ofingenious capacity, the pavement ſtrewed with all 
manner of odoziferous flowers, andthe wals hang with In⸗ 
dian Coverlets and curious Tapeſtry. 

Thus paſſed they the ſtrets in great ſolemnity , won- 
dꝛing at the curioſitp ofthe pageants, and liſtning to their 
learned ozations, till they entred the gates ofthe Pallace, 
where in the firſt entry of the Court was contrived over 
thetr heads, a golden pendant firmament, as it were ſuppoz- 
ted by a hundzed Angels: from thence it ſemed ts raine 
Nectar and Ambroſia: Likewiſe there deſcended, as it were 
from the clonds , Ceres, the goddeſſe of plenty, fitting upon 
a thꝛone of Gold, beaufified with all manner of ſpꝛinging 

things, as of Cozne, Dlives, Gzapes, Yearbs, Flowers, 

and Trees: who, at the comming by of S. George and his 
Lady. pzeſeuted them with two garlands gf wheat, bound 
. un 
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np maſt curiouſly in bands of ſilver, to fignifte that ther 
were happilpreturned to a plenfifull Country, both of welth 
and freaſure. But at Ceres aſcention up into the firmament, 
there was ſen moſt range and pleaſant ſtre woꝛks, ſhting 
from plate ts plate, as though the fiery Plannets had de⸗ 
ſcended heaven, and had generallptconſented to make them 
delightfull paſtimes: but as Saint George with his Lady , 
crowned with garlands ol Mheat, paſſed thzough the ſecond 
Court, they beheld a Pageant moſt ſtrangelp contrived, 
wherein food Mars the angry God ok Marre, invironed 
with a Camp of armed ſouldiers, as if they were with their 
weapons readychargedfo aſſault ſome ſtrong Hold oꝛ invin⸗ 
Lible City:theirlver Trumpets ſ&md to ſound cheerefullp, 
their thundzing Dꝛums couragioullp, their filken ſtreamers 
to flouriſh valtantly,and themſelves to march triumphantly 
All which ſ&med to give moꝛe content to Saint George, 
than all the delighffull pleaſures befoꝛe rehearſes: fo2 there 
was nothing in all the woꝛld that moze rejopced his heart, 
than to hearethe pleaſant ſound of Marre; and to ſ& ſonl- 
diers bzandiſh fs2th their ſtœled weapons. After he had 
ſuſticiently delighted himſelfe in theſe Martiall ſpozts, and 
was ready to depart, the God of Mar deſcended his th:one, 
and pꝛeſented him with the richeſt Armour that ever eye bes 
held, and the bꝛaveſt Swozd that ever Knighthandled : foz 
they had bene kept within the City of Gzand, Cayer fo; 
the ſpace of ſide hundꝛed yeres,and held foꝛ the richeſt mo- 
numents in the Country. Alſohe p2eſented Sabra with a 
mp20ur of ſuch an ineſtimable pꝛice, that it was valued at 
a KingsRanſome : foz it was made by Magick Art; the 
vertues and qualities thereof were ſo pꝛecious, that it is als 
moſt incrediblo to repoꝛt: foꝛ therein one might behold the 
ſecret miſteries of all the liberall Sciences, and by Art diſ⸗ 
cover what was pꝛactiſed in other Painces Courts: it any 
Bill 62 Mountaine within a thouſand Miles of the place 
where it remained were inriched with & mine of gold, it 
would deſcribe the place and Country, and how deep it lay 
| | Cc2 / cloled 
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etcſedin the earth: by it one might truly caleulate upon the 
birth ofchildꝛen, ſucceion of Pztnces,. and continuance of 
co:3mon-weales, with many other excellent gifts of vertues, 
t hich fo2 this time J omit. Then in great ſtate paſſed Saint 
George to the third Court, which was as richly beautied 
with all gallant fights as the other twaine : fo2 there was 
moſt lively poꝛtrayed the manner or Elizium, how love and 
Juno ſat inveſted on their royall thꝛones, and likewiſe how 
all the gods and goddeſſes took their places by degresin 
Parltament:the ſight was pieaſant, and the device moſt ex- 
cellent, their muſick admired, andtheir ſongs moſt heavenly. 
Thus paſſed Saint George with his Ludy thzough the ther 
Courts, till they came to the Pallace: wherein was pzovided 
againſt their comming, a ſtatelier banquet than had the Ma⸗ 
cedonian Monarch, at his returne into Babylon, when he had 
conquered the middle earth;the curious cates and well reple⸗ 
niſht diſhes were ſo manp, that J want Art oꝛ Eloquence 
ts defcribe them: but to beſho2t, it was the ſumptuouſt ban⸗ 
guet that ever they beheld, ſince their departure from the 
Engliſh Court, and ſo artificially ſerved, as though that all 
the Kings of the wozld had bin pꝛeſent. Man dapes continu⸗ 
ed this ſumptuous chære, ans accompanied with ſuch pꝛince⸗ 
ly triumphs,as Art her ſelte wants memory to deſcribe. 
The Coꝛonation of Sabra, which was royally perfozmed 
within th2ze months following, requires a golden pen fs 
wꝛite it c a tongue waſht in the conſervatives of the Puſes 
hony fo declare it.

O ſpot fo Knight-hood and true 
Chivalry : this newes is far moꝛe bitter to my ſoule, than 
was the popſoned dꝛegs tyat Antipater gabe to Alexander in 
his d2unkenneſſe,+ a deadlier pain unto my heart, than was 
the juyce that Hanniball ſuckt from his fatall ring. Come, 
ſouldiers, come you followers of thoſe cowardly Champi⸗ 
ons, unſheath your warlike weapens, and follow him whoſe 
ſoule hath: vowed either to redeme them from the Negros 
mancers charmes, oꝛ die with honour in theenferpztze, If 
ever moꝛtall creatures warred with damned faries, t made 
a paſſage to inchanted dales, where divels dance, and wars 
like ſhaddowes in the night: then ſouldiers,letus march un⸗ : 
ta that black Pavilion, and chain the curſed charmer fo ſome 
blaſted Oak, that hath ſo highly dilhonoured Chꝛiſtendome. 
Theſe reſolute ſpeeches were no ſooner finiſhed, but the 
whole Armie, befoꝛe daunted with feare, grew ſo touragi- 
ous, that they pꝛoteſted to follow him thzough moꝛe dangers 
than did the G2ecian Knights with noble Iaſon in the Ile of 
Colcos, Now began the battell againe to renew, and the 
Dꝛums to ſound fatall knels foꝛ the Pagan ſouldiers, whoſe 
ſoules the Chꝛiſtians ſwoꝛds by numbers ſent to burning A- 
charon: but S. George, that in valour exceeded the reſt, as 
much as the golden Sun ſarpaſſeth the ſmalleſt ſtarres in 
b:ightneſſe, with his ſwoꝛd made lanes of laughtered men, 
and with his angry arme made pallage tho2ow the thickeſt 
of their troops, as though that death had bene commander

men with burning Fauchions haunted them; ſo foztunate 

were their pzocedings , that they followed the invincible 

Champion to the inchanted Tent whereas the other Cham- 
pions lay ſurfetting in love, whilſt thouſands of their friends 

fought in fearefull Coates of fele,and merited renowne by 

their noble atchievements : foz noſooner arrived 5. George 

with his warlike followers befoze the Pavilion, but he heard 
as it were the melody of the Muſes: likewiſe his cares - 

were almoſt raviſhed with the ſugared ſongs of the inchans 
ted virgins, which like the muſtck of Orpheus Harp, cauſed 
both ſtones and frees to dance, andmade the Elements to 
' hew moze b2ighfer than the moznings beauty with d2ops + 
ol hony frickling done their chꝛyſtall cheekes: the Doves 
did zige when they began ts ſing:the runnining waters dan ⸗

reer on thoze, but they bountifuily re- 
Ei NM warded their Mariners, and befook 
themſelves fully to their intended travels. | 
- Nowbeganne their con ly trapped Steds fo pace it like 
the ſcudding Minds, and with their Marlike hooves ta 
thunder on the beaten paſlages : now began true honour 
* to flouriſh in their P2tncely bꝛeaſts, and the rena wn ot their 
i Fathers Atchievements to incourage their deſires. Al-

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By the vertue whereof 1 have made the leaves. or 
Tres a flouriſhing. Fo2reft, of riches, and the blades of 
graſſe valluable to the Jewels that be found in the Country 
of America. 

The vertue whereof was no ſooner bꝛuited thꝛough the 
wo2ld, but itcauſed many fozraine Knights to trie the ad- 
venture, and by fozce of Armes to bereave me ofthe honour 
of this Fountaine. 

But af that time nature graced me with one andtwen⸗ 
ty Sonnes, whereof ſeben bee yet living, and the only 
comfo2t of my age: but the other fouretene ( whom frow- 
ning foztune hath bereaved mee of ) many a day by their 
valiant p2oweſſe and machleſſe foztitudes defended the 
Fountaine from. many great and furions affaylers: fo2 
there was no Knight in all the Mozld that was found 
ſo hardy o2 of ſuch invincible. courage, that if they but 
ence attempted to encounter with any of my valiant 
Sonnes, they were either taken pziſoners , 02 llaine in 
the combat. 

Che kame of their valours, and the riches ok the Foun 
tine rung thzough many ſtrange Countries, and laſt⸗ 
ly came to the eares of a furisurs Gyant, dwelling upon 
the boꝛders of Arabia: who at the repoꝛt thereof came ar⸗ 
med with his Teelp coat, with a mighty bat of Iron on his 
neck , like fo farious Hercules that burſt the bꝛazen gates 
ot Cerberus, and bo2e the mighty Mountaine Atlas upon 
his ſhoulders : : hee was the Conque tour of my Sonnes, 
and the filt cauſer of my ſudden down-fall.

efteme : Thus the Chꝛiſtian Champions being pꝛoud ot 
their good fozfunes, attiredthemſelves in rich and ſump- 
fuons Cozflets, and after mounted upon their warline 
Courſers, kindly bidding the Ladies adiew, befooke- 
them to the Wozlds wide journey. This travell began 
at that time or the y&re;, when the Summers Nunes be- 
gan to ſpꝛead her beanteous mantles amongft the green and 
freſh boughes of the high and mighty Cedats, when as all 
kinde of ſmall. Birds flew round about, recreating them⸗ 
ſelves in the beauty of the day, and with their well⸗ tuned 
notes making a ſwet and heavenly melody : at which 
time J ſay, theſe mighty and well-effemed nights, the 
ſeven Champions of Chziſftendome , fooke the way fream 
Jeruſalem, which they thought to be moſt uſed : in which 
they had not many dayes travelled fhaongh the Deſarts, 
and over many a Mountaine top, but they were marvais 
toufly f&eble foz lack of their accuſtomed and daily vicuals, . 
and could not hide noz diſſemble their great hunger, fo 
that the warre which they ſuſtained with hunger, was 
farre greater thanthe battels that they had fought againſt - 
their enemies, as you-hearddiſcourſedin the firſt part of. 
this Þiltozy. 

Do upon a Summers evening, when they had ſpent 
the day in great extremity , and night grew on, they hap⸗ 
ned info a Thicket of mighty tres, whereas the ſilver 
Moone with her -bzight beames gliſtred molt clerely; yet to 

them it (@med to bee as darke as pitch, foz they were 2

ſoze froubled foz lack. of that which ſhould ſuEaine them; 
and their faces did ſhew and declare the perplexities oftheir

90 they ſafe them downe upon the grüne and frelh 
hearbes, very penſive of their extreme neceſſity, pzovi- 
ding to take their reſts that night: but all was in vaine , 
foz that their coʒpoꝛall neceſſifies would not conſent there- 
unto : but without lceping they walked up and downe fag 
that night, till the next day in the moꝛning that they tur⸗ 
ned to their accuſtomed travell and journey, thinking to 
finde ſome food fo2 the cheriſhing of the ſtomackes , and 
had their eyes alwayes gazing abouf, to ſpie ſome village 
oz houſe, wherein they might ſatiſfie their hunger and take 


their reſts. 


Thus in this helpleſſe manner ſpent they away the next 
day, till theclofing of the ebenings light, by which time they 
grew ſo faint, that they fell tothe ground with f&bleneſſe : 
Oh what a ſozrow was it to Saint George, not only fo2 him⸗ 
ſelfe, but to ſ& the reſt of the Champions in ſuch a miſeras 
blecaſe, being not able fo helpe themſelves? and ſo par⸗ 
ting a little from them, hee lamented in this manner 
following: - | | 

Thou that hace given mee many victozies : thou that 
haſt made mee conquerour of Kings and Ringdomes: 
and thou by whoſe tnvinctble power J have tamed the 
black faced furies of dark Corſitus, that 'maſkt abꝛoad 
the wozld in humane ſhapes : looke downe wert Nucgne 
of Chance J ſay, from thy Jmperiail ſeat: ſhew me ſome 
favour, and do net conſent that q and my company periih 
fo2 hunger and want of viduals: warf no delay to cemedy 
gur great neceſſity: let us not bee meat foz Birds hovering 
in the ayze, no2 aur bodies cat-as a pꝛey fo2 ravencus 
beaſts ranging in theſe woods: but rather, if we muſt needs 
periſh , let as die by the hands of the ſtrongeſt warriers in 
the univerſall woꝛld, andno(ba(ely here loſe our lives with 
cowardly hunger;

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Mheſe and luch like lamentations nftered this vali- 
ant Champion of England, till ſuch time as the day appea- 
red, and the ſablecurtainesofcoale black night were with 
dzawne. Then turned hee fs. the reſt of his Company , 
where hee found them very weak and feble :- but hee en- 
touraged them in the beſt manner he could deviſe, to take 
their Yozſes and trie the chance of their utmoſt unkind 
foztune. 

Although Saint George as they traveiled was ready to 
die by the way, and in great trouble of minde foz want 
of food. : pet rode hee firſt ts one, then to another, com⸗ 
fozting them, and making them ride apate: which ther 
might very well do, fo2 that their Yozſes were not ſo unpꝛo· 
vided as their Paſters, by reaſon of the goodly graſſe that. 
grew inthoſe Woods, wherwith at pleaſare they filled them 
every night. 

By this time the golden Sunne had almoſt mounted to 
the top of Heaven, andthe glorious pꝛime of the day began 
to appꝛoach, when they came into agreat fielv very plaine, 
where in the midſt of it was a little Pountaine, out ol the 
which there appeared a great ſmoake, which gave them 
— underſtand that there ſhould bee ſome habiſation in that 
place. 

Then the P2incely minded Saint George ſaid to the 
other Champions : fake comfozt with your ſelves, and 
by little and little come fozward with an ealle-pace : 4024 
will ride befsze to-ſ& who ſhall bee our Yoſt —— 
night. And of this, bzave Knights and Champisus, 
all allured: whether hee bee pleafed 02 no, hee — 
give us Lodging and entertainment like travelling 
Kuights , and there withall he ſet ſpurres to his Poꝛſe, and 
ſwiftly ſcowredaway, like to a hip with ſwelling ſailes 
upon the Marble coloured Ocean: his haſte was foſpedy, 
that in a ſhoꝛt time he appzoached the Pauntaine, where 
al the noyſe and ruſhing of his Hoꝛſe in running, there arsſe 

from the ground a mighty and terrible Gyant, 1 of Is ul

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height, that hee ſcemed to bee a big growne Tre, and fo2 
bugenelle like to a Nock of fone : but when he caſt his ſta- 
ring eyes upon the Engliſh Knight, which ſemed ko him 
like two b2azen plates, oꝛ two Toꝛches ever flaming, he 
land his hand upon a mighty club of Jron which i 


by him, and came with great lightneſſe to mæt S. George, 


but when hee appꝛoathed his pꝛeſente, he thinking him to 
bee a Knight but of ſmall valour and fo2titude , he thꝛew 
away his Aron bat, and came towards the Champion, in⸗ 
fending with his fiſts to buffet and beat out his bꝛaines, 
bat the courage of the Engliſh Champion ſo exceeded, 
that bee fozgot the extremity of hunger, and like a touragi⸗ 
ous'Knight rayſed himſelfe in his ſtirrops, otherwiſe hee 
couldnot reach his head, and gave him ſuch a blow upon 
the fo2ehead withhis keene edged Fauchion, that he cut his 
head halfe. in ſunder , and his bꝛaines in great abundance 
ranne done his defozmed body: ſo that amazed hee fell to 
the grun and p:eſently died. His fail ſemed to make the 
ground to ſhake, as though a ſtony Tower had biene over- 
turned, faz as hee lay upon the earth, hee ſemedto bee 
A great Dake blowne up by the roots with a tempeſtuous 
At that inſtant the reſt of the Champions came to that 
place , with as much joy at that pꝛeſent, as befoze they were 
fad and ſo2rowfull. 3 
And ſo when Saint Dennis with the other knights did ſc 
the greatneſſe of che Gpant, and the defozmity of his body , 
they advanced his valour beyond imagination, and deemed 
S. George the foztunateſt Champion that ever nature fra⸗ 
med, holding that adventure in as high honour ,as the Gꝛe- 
cians held Ia ſons pꝛize, when he returned fram Colchos with 
 Medeas holden Flace: and with as great danger accom⸗ 
pliſhed as the fwelve fearefull labsurs of Hercules ; bat af- 
fer ſome few ſperthes paſſed, S. Georgedefiredthe rell of the

ſuch a huge flaming ing. that it ſparkled like the fiery furs 
nate in buruing Acharon. 

Within the Cauldꝛon were boyling the fleſh of fws 
fat Wullockes, pꝛepared only foz the Gpants dinner: 
the ſight of this enſuing banquet gave them ſuch comfozt, 
that every one fell to wozke, hoping foz their travell to eat 
part of the meat: one turned the Beefe inthe Cauldꝛon: 
another increaſed the fire, andothers pulled out the coales 
ſo that there was not any idle in hope of the hanefit ta 
come. 

The hunger they had, and their defire to e -:eauſed 
them to fall to their meat befoze it was halfe ready, as 
though that it had bene over / ſodden, but the two nights 
of Wales and Ireland, not intending te dine without 
bꝛead and dzink, ſearched in a ſecret hellow Cave, where⸗ 
as they found two great loabesof bzead, as bigge in com⸗ 


paſſe as the circle bf a Well, andtwo great Flagons full 


of as good Mine as ever: they taſted, the which with 
great joy and pleaſure they bought from the Cave, to 
the great and ercæding contentment of the other Chams 
pions. 


Jn ſtead of knives tea cut their vicuals, SaintGeor 19 ed 


his Curtleaxe, which lately had bene ſtained with 


full Gyants deteſted blood, and imbzewed withhis 2 


ſome bꝛaines. 
Thus, a nd after this manner qualiſied theythe pinching 
paines and toz ments ofhunger, whereof: they took as jop⸗ 
full a repaſt as if theꝝ had banquetted in the richelt Kings 
Pallace in the wozld.

ty. But the pittifull Gngliſh Knight had the greateſt com.

ſpace of fifteen dapes: in which time all the Nobilfty and 
Martiall nights of Scotland perfo2med ſuch well appzoved 
atchievement, that Greece, Conſtantmople, Rome, noꝛ Ieru- 
ſalem could equall them in the leaft regard: but Saint An- 
drew being now grown aged, and unapt fo2 ſuch Pzincely 
encounters, ſate as a beholder, cenſuring ofthe deſt deſer ver, 
and gave ſuch due tommendatiens as befiitted ſo gallant a 
Company : and foꝛ a fare · well ot ſuch time ⸗ hondured Pas 
. times, hee deſired leave of the King to depart, and to ſpend 
the remnant of his life in pꝛivate contemplations, foz the 
good of his ſonle, and to waſh away with the water of true 


penitence, all the blood he had ſpilt in his traveli about the 


Woz?ld,inthe maintenance of knight-hood; a requeſt ſo rea⸗ 
ſonable, that the King could not refuſe but give his confent. 
Do taking leave of his Pajeſty, and the reſt of the Nobility 
and {nights there pzeſent, be departed up to a SPountaine 
facre remote from the Kings Court, under which by Nature 
was ereded a Cave oꝛ hollow Mault, wherein he remayned 
foz the pace of a yere, ſtudying Divinity; and the coms 
mands ot bis Kedemer, Scotland being then a rude and 
Meatheniſh Countrep, where the common ſozt of people 
inh ibited by which meanes he was much admired, and 


ſuppo es to ve ſent from ſome place unknown, as a Peſſen - 
ger to ning them evill tidings. Wrhereupon thoſe miſue⸗ 


keving people by a common confent (taking him tos ſome 
Kubtie conſpirer againſt their Pagan gods, which as then 
they

they wozhhipped) put him lecretly to death, and after cuts 
ting off his head in hope of reward, boze it to the King, 
dieeming they had done a d@d of much deſerved commenda⸗ 

tions. Which inhumane cruelty when the king ſaw, with 
much greefe heiamented the loſſe of this good man, and with 
all ſped in revenge ot his death, rayſed a power of his beit 
reſolved nights ol warte, putting every one to the Swozd, 
both man, woman, and childe, that in any manner conſented 
to the Champions martyrdome: and after in pꝛoceſſe ot 
time, appointed a Þonalkery to be built in the ſame place 
where he died, cauſing the whole kingdome to bs bzought in 
ſubjection to a quiet government, and Chꝛiſtened in the right 
beiefe ofthis holy Father. This was the laſt dev of Saint 
Andrew, by whoſe death Scotland received the true Faith,in 
which it now remayneth. | $7

you heard, in the company of his thꝛe ſonnes, Guy, Alexan- 
der and David, ffrange imaginatiens dap by day poſſeſſen

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poling his companions were in great diſtreſte: other while 
howthey had won the chiefeſt goale of honour, little ngding 


his Anightip ſervice and alliſtante: ſomtimes one thing, 
ſomtimes another ſo moleſted him. that he muſt needs make 
his adventure to follow them. UWhereupon calling his thꝛet 
Sonnes together, he went to the Gꝛectan Emperour and re⸗ 
que ſted that they might all foure depart with his leave and 
liking, foꝛ Anightly adventures had challenges them all to 
appeare in ſome foꝛrain region where noble atchievements 
were to be perfo2med ; but where and in what Countrep.his 


Deſtiny had not pet revealedto him. So furniſhing them all 


fonre in habiliments of ſhining ſteele, they left Conſtanti- 
nople, as it were guided by Fate, untill they came into Eng- 
land, thencalled Bricaine, whoſe chalkycliffes S. George had 
not ſeen in twice twelve peeres, and now comming with a 
ſweet imbꝛacement to his native Country, he gave his thꝛee 


Cities, andthe pleaſant p2oſpecsof the fields as they paſted, .

in tryalt; and either to fre his Countrey from ſo great a 
danger, oꝛ to finiſh his dapes tn the attempt: io taking leave 
of his ſons and the reſt there pꝛeſent, he rode fozward with 
as noble a ſpirit, as he did in Egypt, when he there comba⸗ 
ted with the burning D2agon. So comming to the middle 

of the Plaine, where his in lenious enemy tay couches inthe 
ground, in a deep cabe, who by a ſtrange inſtind of nature 
knowing her death to dꝛaw nete made ſuch a yelling nopſe, 
as it the Element had burſt with thunder, oz the earth had 
ſhook with a terrible erhalation: ſo tomming from his den, 
and ſpying the Champion, hee ran with ſuch fury againſt 
him, as if he would have devoured bath man and hozſe in a 
moment, but the Champion being quick and nimble, gave 
the Dꝛagon fuch way, that he miſt hint, and with his ſting 
ran kull two foot into the earth: bat revovering, hee turned 

again with ſuch rage upon Saint George, that he had almeft 
bozn his hoꝛzſe ober and over, but that the Dzagon having 
no tay at᷑ his ſtrength, tell withhis back downward upon 
the ground j and his fœt upward, whereat the Champion 
taking advantage, kept him ſtill down with his hozfe cand⸗ 
ing upon him fighting as you ſœ in the picture of Saint 
George, with his Lance goꝛing him thozow-in divers parts 
of. the bod; and withall contrariwiſe the Dꝛagons ſting 
aunoyed the good a night in ſuch loꝛt that the Dzagon being 
no ſooner ſlaine and beweltred in his benemons goze, but 
Saint George likewiſe took his deaths wound by the deep 
ſtrokes of the Dꝛagons ſtiug, which he received in divers 
parts of his body, that bled in ſuch abundante, that his 
ſtrength bean to enfeeble, and grow weak, pet refayning 
the true nobleneſſe of minde, he valiantix returned victoz to 
the City of Coventry, where his thꝛer ſonnes with the whole 
inhabitants ſteod witheut the gates in great royalty to re⸗ 
teide him, and to give him the honour that belonged fo ſo 
wazthy a Conquerour, who no {goner arrived befoze the 
City, and pꝛeſented then wiih the Dꝛagons head which ſo 
long had annopedhe Conntry, bat what withthe en, :

Georges thiee Sonnes ts noble 
Dffices : Firſt, the oldeff of them named Guy, to be Carle 


of Warwick, and high Chambertaine of his houſhold. 


Thenextnamed Alexander, atctszding ts his name, to be 
Captaine generall of his Knights of Chivalry, And the 
youngeſt named David, -to bee his Cup-bearer, and Con : 
trouler of all his Revels. and delights, And likewiſeiin re⸗ 
membzance of their noble Father the Chꝛiſtian Champion, 


he oꝛdained fox ever after to be kept a ſolemne iPzocefſion 


abont theKings Court, byall the Pꝛinces and chiete Nobi- 
lity of the Countrey, upon the: 23 day of April, ming it 
. Georges Day, upon which daybe was moſt ſglomnly in⸗ 
ferred in © the City were be was'bozrt, — be the 
ruines sf Time defaced and abeliſhed. Me li 
by the content of the whole Bingdome, hat tde of the 
Land ſhvuldbenamed Saint George, aur Ciſtian Cham- 
pion, in that hee had A ſo * * — *
